MINUTES OF MEETING OF BOARD OF TRUSTEES
APRIL 14, 2021 AT OLNEY FIRE HALL

Call to Order: 7:03 pm

Trustees present: Chair Gary Hill; Secretary Paul Jeremiassen, and Trustee Norma McBroom. There are
currently two vacancies on the Board.

Department Members: Chief Jordon Carr

Community Members: None

Approval of Minutes: As there were no changes proposed for the minutes of the March meeting
prepared by Jeremiassen, moved to approve the February meeting minutes as presented; seconded by
Jeremiassen; carried unanimously.

Presentation of Claims and Bills: Jeremiassen presented April bills for payment, as attached.
Jeremiassen moved to approve the payment of bills as presented; seconded by Hill; carried
unanimously.

Correspondence: Jeremiassen passed on to Carr a letter from the Montana Volunteer Fire Fighters
Association about its annual convention to be held in June. The Board would support his participation,
if he is interested/able to attend.

Reports: Jeremiassen presented an updated budget report (attached), which includes the revenues
and expenses through the bills currently being paid and, entries in the County trial balance for our
Fund through March 31%t. Revenue is already nearly equal to the annual budget amount, while
expenses are well below budget, resulting in a cash balance about the same as at the start of the year.
Given a more than adequate cash balance, Jeremiassen made a motion to instruct the County to
transfer $12,000 (the amount included in the FY 2021 budget) to the District’s Capital Improvement
Fund; seconded by Hill; carried unanimously.

Unfinished Business:

Craft show — McBroom reported that a craft show will be held at the Fire Hall on June 5.

Roof replacement over Fire Hall side door — this project, previously approved by the Board, will be
deferred until later in the year due to current high material costs and because Rocky Gress is currently
too busy to do the project. There is no need to rush the project.

Trustee elections update — the County has stated that the only application received for the May
election was from McBroom, so the District will continue to have 2 vacancies, unless after the election
day, the County Commissioners are able to appoint people who volunteer to serve. Olney resident
John Strean has indicated that he will serve should we still have vacancies.

New Business: None

Department Report:

Call-outs — McBroom reported only one call-out (for a motor vehicle accident) during March.

Chief Carr provided an estimate of $4,296 from RES to replace the emergency light bar and add rear
emergency lights to the Wildland Truck. The Board did a tour of the truck to understand the benefits
of this expenditure. No action was taken, but Carr was asked to consider only doing the light bar
portion and to determine what that cost would be for action at the next Board meeting.

Carr reported that the DNRC through the Stillwater Unit has provided our Department with some
hoses and fittings worth about $1,000 as part of its program to support local fire districts.




Other Comments: Olney resident Donna Briggs had donated an American flag to the Department and
is wondering why it has not been put on the flagpole, which is missing a line to raise the flag and needs
to be replaced.

As no further items were presented for discussion, the meeting was adjourned at 7:53 pm.
